Memorial  Day 

In  the  spring  of  1866  three  la- 
dies of  Columbus,  Mississippi,  on 
the  Tombigbee  River — Miss  More- 
ton,  Mrs.  Fontaine  and  Mrs.  Hill — 
went  to  Friendship  Cemetery  to 
tend  the  graves  of  soldiers  who 
had  died  in  the  Columbus  Military 
Hospital  in  the  early  years  of  our 
Civil  War.  Their  example  led  oth- 
ers to  join  them  in  a  public  mem- 
orial ceremony  on  April  25th. 

A  long  procession  made  its  way 
to  the  cemetery,  everyone  carrying 
a  bouquet  or  chaplet  of  flowers. 
They  halted  by  the  graves  and 
formed  a  square,  and  they  heard 
a  prayer  and  an  address,  and  then 
they  laid  their  flowers  as  badges 
of  honor  upon  their  dead. 

Some  fourteen  hundred  Confed- 
erate dead  lay  there,  and  somewhat 
apart  from  them  were  the  graves 
of  about  forty  Northern  soldiers 
who  had  died  in  Columbus  as  pris- 
oners of  war.  And  now  the  women 
of  Columbus,  with  a  single  im- 
pulse, seem  to  have  said  in  their 
hearts:  "In  the  fraternity  of  death 
tliere  can  be  no  division."  And 
they  laid  flowers  on  the  Yankee 
graves  as  well. 

The  news  spread  everywhere.  In 
Ithaca,  New  York,  a  lawyer  named 
Frances  Miles  Finch  heard  the 
story.  He  wrote  a  poem,  and  the 
next  year  the  Atlantic  Month- 
ly printed  it.  The  poem,  THE 
BLUE  AND  THE  GRAY,  has  been 
recited  on  scores  of  Memorial 
Days  since  then,  in  thousands  of 
American  towns  and  villages. 
Steadily  and  surely  the  generous 
example  of  the  women  of  Colum- 
bus and  Finch's  eloquence  pre- 
vailed over  the  bitterness  of  con- 
flict.

He  accepted 
his  present  position  in  1949. 


Reserve  Officers' 
Training  Corps  Unit 
For  NSC  This  Fall 

According  to  an  announceinent 
from  the  office  of  President  Mc- 
Ginty,  a  unit  of  the  Reserve  Offi- 
cers' Training  Corps  will  be  es- 
tablished on  the  campus  beginning 
with  the  fall  semester,  1950. 

Major  James  W.  Bowman  has 
been  assigned  as  Professor  of  Mili- 
tary Science  and  Tactics,  and  he 
will  arrive  on  the  campus  about 
June  25.  A  skeleton  military  staff 
will  work  with  the  officials  of  the 
College  during  the  summer  to  set 
up  the  program  and  have  every- 
thing in  readiness  for  the  activa- 
tion of  the  unit  in  September. 

Three  officers  and  eight  enlisted 
men  will  constitute  the  military 
staff  for  the  newly  established 
ROTC  program. 

During  the  first  two  years  a 
cadet  is  in  training,  he  will  receive 
uniforms  and  military  textbooks. 
The  cadet  will  spend  these  first 
two  years  following  the  basic  cur- 
riculum of  the  College,  and  will 
also  study  military  principles.  In 
addition  to  the  three  hours  of  mili- 
tary instruction  per  week  that  this 
period  of  training  requires,  the 
student  will  take  regular  college 
courses  to  prepare  himself  for  the 
career  he  plans  to  follow. 


The  advanced  course  consists  of 
two  years  of  instruction  in  anti- 
aircraft artillery  and  six  weeks  of 
training  in  a  summer  camp  at  a 
regular  army  installation.  Monthly 
payments  are  given  cadets  during 
this  period. 

Students  completing  the  course 
satisfactorily  will  be  commissioned 
as  second  lieutenants  in  the  U.  S. 

Army. 


Alumni  Approve 
Proposed  Amendment 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Alumni  Association  in  the  Little 
Theater,  Fine  Arts  Building,  on 
April  22,  the  alumni  voted  to  ap- 
prove the  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution as  proposed  in  the  March 
issue  of  the  ALUMNI  COLUMNS. 

The  adoption  of  this  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  changes  the 
date  of  the  annual  homecoming 
from  the  spring  meeting  to  the  fall. 
Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  as 
amended,  now  reads:  "The  annual 
meeting  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  held  in  Natchitoches  at  the  time 
of  the  Annual  FALL  Homecom- 
ing .  .  ."  This  means  that  the  elec- 
tion of  officers  for  the  Alumni 
Association  will  be  held  at  the 
FALL  homecoming.

It  was  also  proposed  that  the 
Baseball  Field  and  Stands  be 
named  the  C.  C.  STROUD  FIELD 
with  appropriate  markers  on  the 
entrance  or  entrances  to  the  grand 
stand  when  it  is  constructed.  Wliile 
enjoying  all  sports  and  working 
with  them  while  a  member  of  the 
faculty,  Dr.  C.  C.  Stroud's  love 
for  and  interest  in  baseball  was 
an  outstanding  characteristic  that 
continued  with  liim  throughout  his 
life. 

It  was  further  proposed  that  the
